San Francisco, Cal., June 15.—

The vice president added that he 
was not a candidate for the presi- 
dency, but on the contrary was 
about to retire from politics. 

He declared that the republicans 
were in error if they assumed the 
election of Senator Harding was a 
foregone conclusion and that Presi-.| 
dent Wilson did not want a third 
term, but could be nominated and 
elected for one if he did. 

Of Senator Harding’s candidacy 
the vice president said: 

“The republicans are not so well 
Pleased now as they were on Sat- 
urday night. Personally, I have 
high regard for Senator Harding. 
[ would do anything for him ex- 
cept vote for him. The republic- 
aps are making the mistake of their 
lives in thinking of the November 
election as a foregone conclusion 
and of the democrats as a disor- 
ganized, defeated party. They are 
going to find us very much alive 
in November,” ; 

Mr. Marshall decried lavish ex- 
penditures of money in connection 
with presidential campaigns. It was 
“disheartening,” he said, adding that 
he regretted that “republicans were 
not the only guilty ones.”

Judge Pendleton agreed with the

MINNESOTA MOB 
YNCHES NEGROES 


Three Pay Penalty at 
Duluth for Attack on 
White Girl—Mob Storm- 
ed Jail to Get Negroes. 


Duluth, Minn., June 15.—Three ne- 
groes were lynched: here tonight by 
@ mob estimated at 5,000 persons, 
which overpowered the police, took 
possession of police headquarters 
and seized -six negroes, who were 
held in connection with an attack 
on a young white girl. 

.A mock trial was held by the mob 
in the police station, and three ne- 
groes were found guilty and three 
others, also held in connecti.. with 
the assault, were acquitted and 
turned back to the police. 

Not a shot was fired in the attack 
on the police station, the members of 
the mob using bricks and oth.r 
missiles, and in the final stages of 
the fight, streams of water -:om 
fire hase taken from the police 
themselves. Shortly after midnight 
the mob still surrounded the police 
station, but there was no indication 
of further trouble. The police be- 
lieved the mob would disperse ina 
few hours without other disorder. 

Hose Turned on Police. 

Four lines of hosc were taken 
away from firemen by the mob and 
turned on the police Stones and 
sticks were used to break windows 
and members of the mob -~.wled 
inte’ the jail. : 

One of the negroes hanged was 
taken about two blocks from the po- 
lice station to the corner of First 
street and Second avenue, east, 
where a rope was thrown over a 
telephone pole. : 

As he was pulled into the air the 
rope broke and he tumbled to the 
ground. He was held until another 
rope was pocured, and the hanging 
proceeded.

Tomorrow the graduation. exercises 
will be held, beginning at 10 o’clock 
in the morning.

General Walter A. Harris deliv- 
ered the annual address to the so- 
ciety today. General Harris was 
commander of the thirty-first divi- 
sion during the war. He discussed 
“Combat Orders” and appealed to 
the audience to aid the million dol- 
lar fund. . 

He spoke of the threatening 
forces of bolshevism now looming 
above the horizon of the coming 
years and declared the state muet 
teach its citizens to respect law and 
order and undertake to uphold the 
principles of justice and freedom.

earliest.

They also said 
that should the senator be elected 
president tn November he could 
continue to serve in the senate as 
hesgwoula not be inaugurated until 
his term as senator expired on 
March 4. 


Bpeech of Acceptance. 

The work of preparing hig speech 
of acceptance has not been start 
by the nominee, and it is expectéd 
he will defer it until after the cén- 
ference with Chairman Hays 
other party leaders now tentati 
fixed for Monday. 

“Great ‘care must be taken 
Preparing this speech,” Senator 
Harding said today. “It represents 
the candidate’s interpretation of the 
platfrom'_.d of the issues before the 
people.” 

Mr. Harding received but few via- 
ere today, and he continued his ef- 

rts to clear away the amount of 
mail and telegrams congratulating 
him on his nomination. Among the 
few callers he received was Leslie M. 
Shaw, former secretary of the treas- 
ury, who,sat a conference lasting 
about an hour, discussed the coming 
campaign. Other callers wére Sen- 
ators Smoot, republican, Ut&éh, and 
Thomas, of Colorado; Chamberlain, 
of Oregon, and Walsh, of Montana, 
democrats, and Representatives 
Hays, of Missouri, and Morgans, of 
Oklahoma, republicans. 

“Only matters pertaining to the 
campaign were discussed today with 
Senator Harding,” said Mr. Shaw, 
afte~ th. confcrence. “The election 
uf the candidate \is the first business 
befcre us now. We did not discuss

administration.”

STATE IS COMBATING 
SUGARCANE DISEASE 


Thosasville, Ga., June 15.—(Spe- 
cail.)——Stringent measures for com- 
bating the Mosaic disease in sugar 
cane have been adopted by the state 
board of entomology and _e6$strict 
quarantines nave been put on in all 
counties where that disease has 
made its appearance. According to 
the rules of the quarantine, Grady 
county is the center of the quaran- 
tine territory and included in it 
are Thomas, Mitchell and that por- 
tion of Decatur county east of the 
Flint river. 

According to the laws of the 
quarantine regulations, no sugar 
cane shipments can be made to any 
other counties in the state from 
any of the infected counties, except 
to those that are also under quar- 
antine, the objéct being to confine 
the disease to the counties where 
the sugar cane is already infected. 
After the cane is ground this fall 
all of the roots and stubble from 
which the cane .has been cut, if it 
showed any signs of the Mosaic dis- 
ease, are required to be burnt. It 
does not affect the cane as far as 
using it for grinding is concerned, 
but if left to spread it will cut 
down the crop and eventually injure 
it very greatly.

The bill 
providing for state suffrage 
through an amendment to the state 
constitution was passed in the 
house, but action on it was delayed 
in the senate. Finally it was decid- 
ed to call up the ratification resolu. 
tion in the house today. The vote 
against it was 67 to 44. Then by a 
vote of 60 to 39 the house adopted a 
resolution opposing federal  suf- 
frage.

Mrs. Helen L. Penrose, secretary 
of the Vivisection Investigation 
League of New York, declared the 
results of -vivisection did not war- 
rant its continuance. She declared 


'there had been “a great increase in 


the number of people who oppos4 
vivisection becduse of its cruelty.’ 

A committee was appointed to

WIRELESS OPERATORS 
STRIKE IN BRITAIN 


London, June 15.—A strike of ma- 
rine wireless operators that will af- 
fectall ports and shipping, was de- 
clared this morning by the Associa- 
tion of Wireless Telegraphers. The 
men are demanding an increase in 
wages of approximately 100 per cent 
over the pre-war rates, and also bet- 
ter conditions of employment. 

Under the strike order, operators 
on ships are instructed to cease work 
when their voyages end, and not to 
sign for further trips. 

This is the first general strike of 
its kind and, according to union 
men today, jit may take on interna- 
The Marconi head- 
quarters on the Strand and the 
docks will be picketed by the strik- 
ing organization, it was stated. 

Wireless operators who work on 
shore permanently are not affected 
by the strike. 

If the strike makes the progress 


the men plan for it, one of the most 
'sertous effects forecast is the hold- 


ing up of shipping and consequent 
congestion in the ports. Under the 
board of trade regulations all ships 
of more than 1.600 tons must carry 
wireless: operators.

Paris, June 15.—The London cor- 
respondent of The Temps says to- 
day that he has received confirma- 
tion of reports that the supreme 
council of the allies will consider 
certain important modifications in 
the Turkish peace treaty. 

The peaceful intentions of France 
in Asia Minor as evidenced by ‘the 
conclusion of an armistice between 
General Gouraud and Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha, the Turkish national- 
ist leader, have evoked favorable 
comment in England, the _  corre- 
spondent declares, and the French 
viewpoint concerning relations of 
the western powers with the Otto- 
man empire is gaining ground in 
British public opinion.

The American press and 
news agencies, by “misrepresent- 
ing the facts,” he said, “were re- 
sponsible for the present situation 
of Russia.” 

An amendment to the report, of- 
rered by Joseph D. Cannon, of New 
York, wiich urged the government 
to cease its activities in upholding 
the blockade of Russia, and pro- 
tested against supplying munitions 
to nations at war with Russia was 
defeated unanimously. No action 
was taken on a resolution offered 
by Luigi Antonio, of the Interna- 
tional Ladies Garment Workers, to 
declare the United States, in con- 
tinuing the blockade, was “an 


abettor in this most heinous crime 
against a free sovereign peopis 
with whom the American 
have always been at peace.” It also 
passed over motions that the con- 
vention use its influence to bring 
eahout withdrawal of aarmed forces 
of all foreign powers now opposing 
the bolsheviki. 
Secretary Colby on Russia. 

The telegram. from Secretary of 
State Colby said: 

“There is no licensed or regular 
trading between the United States 
and Russia at present. There have 
been, aS you may know, several 
fonferences on the subject of the 
removal of restrictions against 
trading with Russia. These con- 
ferences have been held in Europe 
and their course has been carefully 
observed by this goverrnment. 
They have so far been void of re- 
sult. The soviet goverrnment is 
insisting upon political recognition 
as a condition precedent to a re- 
newal of any commercial contact. 

“While this government has no 
desire to interfere with the in‘er- 
rational affairs of the Russian peo-

ternational law. 

The convention adopted a reso- 
lution demanding repeal of the com- 
pulsory arbitration sections of the 
Esch-Cummins transportation act of 
1920. The executive counef! was in- 
structed to take steps to bring 
about this action. 

Introduction of military training 
into schools was condemned by tre 
convention and the executive coun- 
cil was directed to oppose any at- 
tempt to establish compulsory mil- 
itary service as “unnecessary, unde- 
sirable and un-American.” 

Mail Zone System Opposed, 

The convention instructed the ex-| 
ecutive council to continue its oppo- 
sition to the bill now in congress 
providing for the zoning system of 
mailing rates on second-class mat- 
ter and requiring all trade union 
publications to be printed in the 
English language. 

In opposing the zone system, Satn- 
uel Gompers. president of the fed- 
eration. said it was a “pet scheme 
of some one” to make a profit out 
of the postoffice department, re- 
gardless of the “public good.” 

“It is not necessary for the post- 
office department to be self sus- 
taining.” he added. “The army. 
navy and many other departments 
are not. The sooner we get away 
from the idea that the postal de- 
partment must be self sustaining. 
the better it will be for all.” 
Delegates of the postal employees’ 
organization led a fight on the floor 
for zoning rate system, declaring 
they were “being made victims of 
inadequate postage rates.” 

The convention condemned the 
government’s use of the injunction 
under the Lever act against the 
bituminous coal miners in the re- 
cent strike. 

It pledged “moral support” to the 
striking Boston policemen and in- 
structed its executive committee to 
assist in establishing representation 
for these policemen. “and endeavor

CHINESE CONSORT 
DISCUSSED BY LAMONT 


New York. zune 15.—Thie first or- 
ganization meeting of the consor- 


'tium for China, consisting of Brit- 


ish, French, Jupanese and American 
banking groups, will be held in New 
York the midddle of September, it 
was announced in a statement given 
out here tonight by Thomas W. La- 
mont, of J. P. Morgan & Co. Mr. 
Lamont has just returned from a 
four months’ trip to the Orient as 
representative of an American bank- 
ing group acting in conjunction 
with British and French financiers. 

“The consortium,” Mr. Lamont 
said, “has no plan of exploitation 
laid out for China, nor will it un- 
dertake to function except at the 
earnest desire and with the hearty 
co-operation of the Chinese people.” 

Until the arrival here of the Brit- 
ish, French and Japanese banking 
groups for the first conference 
with the American financiers, Mr. 
Lamont said he did not expect to 


| see any great activity in the way of 


loans to China, 

“In view of recently quoted ex- 
pressions upon the’ state depart- 
ment’s knowledge of Far Eastern 
matters,” he continued, “I am bound 
to say. that I found our representa-

FREEDOM FOR SEAMEN 
LOST IN CONFERENCE 


Genoa. June 14.—American pro- 
posals that ‘seamen submit to the 
international conference of labor 
of the league of nations. a proposi- 
tion to make seamen all over the 
world free men was defeated at the 
preliminary meeting of the Inter- 
natiofial. Seamen's conference here 
today. The project was sustained 
by Italy, Holland, Norway, Germany, 
“Sweden and Japan and was opposed 
by Engiand, France, Belgium and 
Spain. While, as to nations, . the 
Proposition had a majority, the ac- 
tual vote by the delegates stood 15 
to 28, with five refusing to vote and 
ten absent. 

American delegates participating 
in the meeting were Andrew Furu- 
seth, president of the Internation- 
al Seamen’s union; Paul Charen- 
burg and Oscar Carlson. Mr. Furu- 
seth, in urging the proposal, point- 
ed out that at present European 
seamen havea the status of “serfs, 
being unable to enjoy the liberties 
and rights acknowledged as belong- 
ing to all men’ 

Answered Insinuation. 

He answered an insinua- 
tion aimed at the 
attitude by explaining that the 
American seamen’s act was passed 
not for the purpose of getting for- 
eign sailors aboard American ves- 
sels, but to induce American citi- 
zens to go to sea, which he said 
they would not do, “because their 
status was not that of the free 
man.” As the result of this law, 
he declared native Americans gZ0- 
ing to sea have increased from 
about 7 per cent to 47 per cent 
in the last four years. 

“What America is reallv work- 
ing for,” he said, “is to get citizen 
elements for all our vessels. It is 
my opinion there will be an effort 
on the part of the international con- 
ference of labor of the league of 
nations to nullify the American séa- 
men’s act, or at least prevent any 
other nations from adopting the 
same kind of law. The reason for 
this is that when the seamen’s act 
is in full operation it would be im- 
possible to have a ship carry Dutch 
officers with a Chinese crew, or 
English officers with a Hindu crew, 
as 75 per cent of the crew must 
speak the; language used by their 
officers. Each nation must then 
provide seamen from its own popu- 
lation, and the tendency will be to 
give each nation a fair proportion 
of sea power, in accordance with its 
seacoast and population. 
Governments Disregard Seamen. 

Protest against admission to the 
Intérnational Seamen's conference 
of seamen’s delegates appointed by 
governments without having con- 
sulted the ‘seamen’s wishes was 
made in a resolution pasged by the 
conference at its session today. At 
tention is called in the resolution 
to the constitution of the inter- 
national labor organization formed 
under the auspices of the league of 
nations, providing for representa- 
tion of first, the governments, sec- 
ond, the employers, and third, the 
seamen themselves. This resolu- 
tion implies that the employers’ 
and seamen’s delegates should be 
direct representatives of those sec- 
tions. : 

Andrew Faruseth, president of 
the International Seamen’s union; 
Paul Charenburg and Oscar Carl- 
son, American, delegates, are not 
rattending the conference official- 
ly,. but instructed the president of 
the conference to attach their 
names to tne protest which is to 
be sent to the director of the in- 
ternational labor bureau. 

Spain, Germany, Belgium and 
Sweden are countries whose sea- 
men, it is charged. did not have a 
hand in appointing their delegates 
to the conference, the men being 
chosen by the respective govern- 
ments.

Governor’ Coolidge, of Mas- 
sachusetts, has made repeated re- 
quests for relief to the commis- 
sion,

It was also ruled-that for towns 
of less than 20,000 population that 
have ice plants the price of ice 
snall be 75 cents a hundred pounds 
up to 300-pound lots. In lots of 
more than 300 pounds the new 
price is 50 cents a hundred pounds.

Sagamore Introduced. 


Past Great Incohonee Thomas J. 
Jeffries, of Atlanta, then appeared 
before the Red Men and  Poca- 
hontas to introduce Great Senior 
Sagamore’ Sedwick. Like his pred- 
ecessors, Judge Jeffries’ speech 
teemed with patriotilism. 

Great Senior Sagamore Sedwick 
began his talk with the statement 
that he was indeed gratified to 
come to Georgia, one, as he said, of 
the original thivteen states.

let which tells the anxious reader 
just how to take “The Safe Vaca- 
tion.” As @ New York editor re- 
marked: “Hardy is the citizen 
who, after reading this booklet, 
does not conclude that, even with 
the actors on strike, New York is 
the bese summer resort for a safe 
vacation.” 

Mark Twain gives a list of the 
necessary articles to be taken along 
by a traveler who is going to climb 
the Rifelberg, and among other 
items are two barrels of arnica 
and 154 umbrellas. The 8. 
list of emergency remedies to take 
on your vacation includes some- 
thing like half a gallon. of castor 
oil and several clips of the famous 
Cc. Cc. pills (Cc. C. meaning either 
compound cathartic Or contains 
calomel). All the list lacks to in- 
sure a perfectly safe vacation is a 
stretcher and a steam sterilizer.

Here are some odds and ends to 
stick in a pocket in your Car or a 
corner of your carpethbagz when yeu 
are going on a vacation:

Aromatic spirits of ammonia, one 
ounce. 

Flexible collodion, two drams. 

Adhesive plaster, one-inch’ sp%l. 

Bandages, one each one inch, two 
inches, three inches. ° 

Gauze, two sealed oOne-yard 
velopes. Cotton, two ounces: 

Vaseline, one-ounce. tube. . 

Headache tablets, preferably dce- 
tyl-salicylic acid. 

Laxative tabjets, preferably dne- 
grain phenolphthalein. 

Paregoric, one ounce. 

Boric acid, one ounce. 

Three seidlitz powders. 

The iodine should be swabbed 
once immediately on every cut, 
scratch, or wound. Small wounds 
may be sealed over with collodion. 
Large ones may be drawn together 
With adhesive plaster, and covered 
with some vaseline, gauze, cotton 
and bandage. A half teaspoonful 
of aromatic spirits of ammonia 
given in one-fourth glassful of cold 
Water is a. quick stimulant for 
shock or fainting. Paregoric is for 
bellyache. About a teaspoonful of 
boric acid dissolved in a cupful of 
boiled water makes a gentle, non- 
irritating and non-poisonous anti- 
Septic solution for bathing in- 
flamed eyes, for mouth wash or for 
gargle. A seidlitz powder settles 
a sick stomach and acts as a saline 
laxative.

GAINING FAVOR 


G. O. P. Stand Said to Be 
in Line With Findings of 
Tariff Commission Ex- 
perts Regarding Free 
Trade. | 


Washington, June 15.—The repub- 
lican platform statement that it is 
impossible to outline a tariff pro- 
gram at the present time because 
of unsettled trade conditions, was 
declared today to be in line with 
the findings of federal tariff com- 
mission experts that the United 
States may pe tending in the direc- 
tion of free trade. 

While the platform declaration 
favors the time-honored principle 
of protection, the prediction is made 
that strong pressure will be placed 
on congress in favor of lowefing 
tariffs. 

The pressure Will come, it was 
predicted, from business interests 
which always before have insisted 
on protection. 

The reasons for the change are 
described by William S. Culbertson, 
member of the tariff commission. 

“In many manufacturing lines the 
fear of foreign competition hag 
vanished,” according to Culbertson. 
“Some manufacturers ask nothing 
but an equal,start with all comers. 
Foreign markets have ceased to be 
an afterthought with many produc- 
ers and have become vital to their 
prosperity. At the same time, a 
taste for American goods has $de- 
veloped among foreign buyers. 

“It does not seem. suprising to us 
to find men interested in foreign 
securities, shipping, and the export 
trade in favor of the freer exchange 
of goods with foreign nations, 

Manufacturers’ Side. 

“To the person taught in the 
American school of high protection 
it is disconcerting at first to have 
manufacturers indifferent to the 
tariff, or even advocating a lower- 
ing of it on their goods. This has 
come about because certain of our 
industries have expanded beyond 
the needs of the domestic market. 
They have established branch fac- 
tories abroad. 

“They regard free raw. material 
and free foodstuffs as more impor- 


tant than high protection on their 
products. They are willing to meet 


foreign competition «in the home 
market if concessions in the Ameri- 
can tariff will result in concessions 
in the tariffs of foreign countries. 

“In other words, some of our in- 
dustries—particularly those produc- 
ing large quantities of standardized 
products—have become world-wide 
in the’r operations, and under such 
conditions freer trade relations are 
in their interest.” 


Culbertson draws the conclusion 
that “‘the age of exclusive and pro- 
hibitive general tariffs have pass- 
ed, but that is a very different thing 
from concluding that we are about 
to adopt the policy of free trade.’ 


Want Home Market Protected. 


“Opposed to the powerful manu- 
facturers who have become indiffer- 
ent to high tariffs-are many man- 
ufacturers, little interested: to for- 
eign’ trade, who regard the -hhome 
market as the basis of their: pros- 

it protected,” Cul- 
bertson says. 


“The new industries will also 
claim all the privileges of ‘infant 
industries.’ Strong stpport for 
high tariff duties wil) in all prob- 
ability come also from our agricul- 
tural and. cattle-raising interests.” 

“As long aS we were a great ex- 
porter of foodstuffs, the tariff on 
such products was largely nominal, 
Since prices were fixed in the in- 
ternational market. But conditions 
are changing. The growth of man- 
ufacturing and.of city population is 
rapidly absorbing. the products of 
our farms and ranches. 

“We may expect soon to become 
dependent upon’ foreign countries 
for a part of our supply. Under 
such conditions a tariff on food 
products will become of real value 
to the producer. It is likely, there- 
fore, that the demand of. manufac-

The applause was partic- 
ularly emphatic when he paid Blow- 
ing tribute .to President Wilson and 
in no uncertain terms denounced 
those who have persistently “vili- 
fied” and “persecuted” the nation’s 
chief magistrate, even while on his 
sick bed. 

In conclusion, Dr. Knight said: 
“But what is the lesson of the 
hour? Do these voices from the 
past speak to us in an unknown 
tongue? Are they concerned only 
with the events of yesterday? - Or, 
in familiar accents, attuned to the 
music of another shore, do they 
address themselves, here and now, 
to the living issues of today? 
“Phi, Kappas; revere the consti- 
tution. Exemplify the motto . on 
Georgia’s coat-of-arms — ‘Wisdom, 
Jistice, Moderation.’ Illustrate the 
legend upon her old colonial seal, 
‘Non, sibi, sed aliis,” ‘not for our- 
selves but for others.’ Preserve in- 
violate the ark of Hberty. Vindi- 
cate the time-honored principles of 
Jefferson. But, lest there be writ- 
ten upon the shield of America what 
was written upon the walls of Baby- 
lon: ‘Mene, mene, tekel, upharsin’— 
lest ‘Ichabod’ be lettered above the 
door of the temple of freedom—be 
true - Philo-kosmians! Think in 
terms of a world—leave not an un- 
finished. task—keep faith with your 
dead in France, and uphold the 
arms of your great president, Wood- 
row Wilson! 
“Aye, there’s a name! In all the 
tides of time, no taller figure has 
arisen. Call him an idealist, if you 
will—a visionary—but the God of 
battles, at a crisis in human his- 
tory, has lifted him to the leader- 
ship of the nations.

It is Mr. Mc- 
Donald's opinion that the papers 
will be signed within the next day 
or two, and that some city in the 
east will be named as the battle 
ground of the fight that will be the 
greatest drawing card in the history 
of the boxing profession. 


Anxious to Fight. 


In a recent interview in Minneape- 
olis, where he staged his exhibition 
before an audience that netted $27,- 
000 in gate receipts, Carpentier is 
quoted as declaring that he was 
ready to sign with the champion 
the minute Dempsey was freed of 
the charges set forth in the recent 
indictment. 

“I am ready to fight Jack Demp- 
sey whenever promoters can stage’ 
the match,” said Carpentier. “I will 
Sign for the Dempsey fight within 
24 hours if the champion is cleared 
of the charges of draft evasion. We 
are merely awaiting the outcome of 
his trial. If Dempsey is convicted 
and. cannot fight me, then I will 
take’ on Fred Fulton, Billy Miske 
and all other American boxers that 
the American public and press de- 
mand that I meet. 

“I wish to prove to the Ameri- 
cans,” continued Carpentier, “that 
I am a real fighter, not a moving 
picture poser. I came to this coun- 
try ostensibly to fight Dempsey, 
and it will be no fault of mine if 
the fight does not come’ off.” 

Seribes of the cities 
pentier has visited are unanimous 
in declaring that he is the fastest 
heavyweight the world ever. wit- 
nessed, and many of them freely 
predict that he will win the cham- 
Ppionship of the universe when he 
faces Jack Dempsey with the title 
at stake. 

These writers describe Carpentier 
as showing none of the earmarks of 
a fighter, smacking more of the col- 
lege graduate than of the veteran of 
more than 200 ring encounters. Car- 
pentier is a pleasant and modest 
young man. He is free from the 
Scars Which mar the features of the 
majority of boxers. The proof of 
Carpentier’s skill as a ring man is 
emphasized in this remarkable fact. 
How he ever escaped permanent 
blemishes in his fights with such 
maulers as Hhilly Papke, Frank 
Klaus, Joe Jeannette, Jeff Smith, 
Gunboat Smith, George Gunther, 
Bombardier Wells and Joe Beckett 
is proof enough to the writer that 
one punch by Jack Dempsey won't 
terminate Carpentier’s vision of 
p essing the world’s heavyweight 
championship title. 

How He Hits! 


Dopesters who have never seen 
Georges Carpentier in action appear 
to harp ona mistaken impression 
that the Frenchman can’t hit. We 
have never seen him, but for our 
part, we are willing to leave-the 
matter to the critics who have stud- 
ied Carpentier since his arrival in 
this country. One of the well- 
known eastern writers asserts that 
Carpentier, in the first place, is 
faster than Dempsey ever hoped to 
be, and further, he declares that 
Dempsey has much to fear from the 
punch the Frenchman lends to ali 
his blows. 


“I regard Dempsey as one of the 
greatest fighting machines I have 
ever seen during a long coninwction 
with the business,” writes this au- 
thority, “and I think he will whip 
Dempsey. I say this knowing that 
Dempsey is one of the greatest 
fighters America ever produced. 
Carpentier is a wonderfully fast 
boxer, and can knock out an op- 
ponent with either fist. Like Demp- 
Sey, he can punch hard from anv 
angle. The fight of centuries wil] 
result when they meet in the ring.”

| Demipesy Is Cleared, 
|But Not by Public Opinion 


A federal jury in. San Francisco 
has cleared Jack Dempsey, heavy- 
weight champion boxer of the 
world, but a still greater tribunal. 
that of public opinion, has acted 
upon the riveter’s case, and he was 
condemned weeks ago. What ef- 
fect the action f the grand jury 
will have in poinshétine Jack Demp- 
sey remains to be seen, but the 
testimony brought out at the trial! 
was of such nature that the “Utah 
Mauler” will niever be a popular 
champion, and the fans that at- 
tend the Dempsey-Carpentier fight 
will go there not to seegtne Ameri- 
can win, but will pray” from the 
first that the idol of the French 
nation, fighter of ring and battle- 
field. will snatch the world’s cham- 
pionship from the possession .of a 
man the most of them have ad- 
judged unworthy of holding the 
honor. 

There will always be a suspicion 
prevalent in the minds of the 
American fans, that testimony 
that would have aided the govern- 
ment’s case was never permitted to 
get before the jury, and the men 
who hedé@ded the call of the nation 
in her Weur of need will never be 
assured that Jack Dempsey’s ac- 
quittal came after both sides had 
laid their strongest cards on the 
table. Technicalities of the law 
helped Jack Dempsey break the 
cordon of evidence the  govern- 
ment’s attorneys built around him, 
but Public Opinion, cruel, réjent- 
less and unerring, observes no 
technicalities. Testimony of Demp- 
sey’s wife that would have 
strengthened the case of the Unit- 
ed States was not permitted to be 
presented to the federal jury, but 
there is no law that prevents the 
critieal and observant public from 
knowing the text of her evidence 
that was ruled out—that Dempsey 
contributed nothing to her support 
and falsified his questionnaire. 

Deserves Condemnation. - 

As to the testimony Mrs. Demp- 
sey was actually permitted to give 
at the recent trial, it was so 
maudlin in character that no resi- 
dent of the United States could 
read the accounts without giving 
way to horror and disgust. If Mrs. 
Dempsey’s allegations, and they 
haye no bearing whatever. on 
Dempsey’s guilt or innocence of 
the draft evading charges, are 
true, the present champion de- 
serves the condemnation of every

NON-PARKING RULES 
~ PROVE BENEFICIAL 


General Observance of New 
Traffic Law Reported 
by Police.

Automobiles. going in the same di- 
rection with the street cars as they 
would overtake them would be 
steered over and move past with no 
obstruction to hinder their course. 
General observance of the law 
was reported by the police and no 
cases were made for the few in- 
fractions that were committe. By 
today, however, everybody is expect- 
ed to be familiar with the law or 
to make inquiries before parking i:

ist has any excuses to offer for_a 
Violation of the ordinance he will 
have to explain them to the re- 
corder. ; 
Cn the streets radiating from the 
non-parking zone cars were stand- 
ing for blocks from early morning 
until 7 o’clock in the evening, when 
it is permissible to park in the sec- 
tion. barred during the day.
